Whenever anyone brings up the q uestion 
of campaign funds, 
the 
same 
q uestion 


arises: 
Are 
they 
talking 
about 
all 
campaign 
funds or just the other party’s campaign 
funds? 
When Democratic Gov. Michael V. DiSalle 
asks the Ohio General Assembly for strict­ 
er laws covering campaign spending, is he 
talking about a law to make everybody 
hew i ' the same line' Or is He. perhaps 
without intent, talking about a law that 
would give the Republican party fits while 
the Democratic party calmly relied on its 
labor union allies to raise and spend all 
the money necessary, plus throwing legions 
of organized campaign workers into 
the 
fray, plus indoctrinating their own people 
in a way that would be beyond the means 
of any political party that didn’t own its 
own string of oil wells. 


THIS HAS BECOME a ticklish q uestion 
in the United States. 


The duality of the Democratic party— 
the curious coalition of old-line Democrats 
and new-line unionists like Walter Reuther 
—never has been recognized in law and 
only rarely in public discussion. 


Any curb on campaign spending which 
does not take into account the cheek-by- 
jowl operation of the Democratic party and 


the "labor party” is 
not 
worth 
taking 
seriously. 
And there’s a further fact that must ba 
taken into account. 
Whatever is done by one side in politic» 
will be done in one form or another by the 
other side. It’s like warfare, where every 
weapon begets a counterweapon. Corruption 
begets corruption; deceit breeds deceit. 
The only way to stop the skulduggery is' 
to pin responsibility on each candidate for 
money spent in his behalf, thereby making 
him his own enforcement agent. 
If this were done and a spending limit 
were placed on every job, with forfeiture 
of the surplus as the penalty, campaign 
spending would become so pure so fast the 
corruptionists wouldn't know where to turn 
to do their next dirty work. 


WHETHER GOV. DiSALLE is teeing off 
on all campaign spending, or only on the 
spending of Republicans, is indeterminate. 
Experts would have to analyze his pro­ 
posals first, to be sure. 
But proposals that do not take into ac­ 
count the effect of labor unions in Demo­ 
cratic politics aren’t worth the glossy paper 
they are inscribed on. 
For the Republican party to match the 
manpower and organized effort of the un­ 
ions would cost so much money that no 
one would attempt to collect that much.

Formula For Failure 


There is a saying that military 
people "do fight the last w ar.” 
But if the military mind is fre­ 
q uently cartilaginous, that of the 
politician is normally osseous. No 
more dogmatic, superstitious or 
unflexible breed can be found 
among us. This is emphasized 
again as the Republican party 
prepares to select its next national 
chairman. 
One of the two men under seri­ 
ous consideration for the chair­ 
manship of the Republican Na­ 
tional Committee is Rep.

At a $50- 
a-plate dinner he announced that 
to put the position of chairman 
on

at a fancy salary.” He feels that 
"the chairman, working for a sal­ 
ary, would have in his mind all 
the time the thought that he wq uld 
have to try to please everybody 
or be threatened with the loss of 
his job. 
‘But, whether I am in or out 
of Congress, I shall not be the

national chairman if I have to 
serve on a salaried basis and take 
orders from a large group of ‘em ­ 
ployers’ instead of being able to 
fulfill the function of 
national 
chairman as the party’s political 
leader,” Rep. Miller declares. 


THIS POSITION is, under mod­ 
ern conditions, a perfect formula 
for defeat. At a time when some 
Republicans have realized that the 
running of even a county po­ 
litical organization relies for its 
success upon a full-time, salaried 
chairman, Rep. Miller’s opinion 
applies to the office of chairman 
of a great national party. 
It shows that a powerful ele­ 
ment in the Republican party is 
so frozen in obsolete tradition that 
under normal political conditions 
future presidential and congres­ 
sional elections will be lost. 
This view goes far back to the 
Grand Old Party’s distant past, 
to the chairmanships 
of John 
W anamaker and 
Mark 
Hanna, 
when only men of wealth or law­ 
yers, who could make money out 
of political practice, could afford 
to serve without » alary.

It’s there. 
Every father feels it for his own 
» on. and in a milder form every 
mother 
feels 
it 
for' her 
own 
daughter. Individually and collec­ 
tively, the old resent the young 
and vice versa. 


That’s why the old are sure the 
young are going to hell in a bas­ 
ket and why the young are eq ual­ 
ly sure that going to hell in a 
basket would be better than what 
happened to the old ones — grow­ 
ing whiskers and moss under a 
wet rock. 
It’s why old folks pass restric­ 
tive laws about employment of 
the young, which they claim are 
for their protection, and it’s why 
young people bull through legis­ 
lation req uiring compulsory re­ 
tirement of the old — to get them 
out of the way and open up the 
jobs they’re clinging to. 
The latest maneuver in this 
battle is the bitter campaign by 
the old to sq ueeze more old-age 
benefits out of the earnings of 
workers » till on the job. These 
things aren’t usually described as 
such, but all of them are maneu­ 
vers in the battle between young 
and old. 
In New York City, as every­ 
body must know by 
this 
time, 
there is a bitter tussle between 
young and old over whether the 
young can get together to sing on 
Sunday afternoons in a place call­ 
ed Washington Sq uare Park. 
Granted that some of the sing­ 
ers are 
getting chronologically 
gamey, they are still young 
in 
heart, which is what m atters in 
this showdown. They wouldn’t be 
half so interested in singing if the 
city fathers would q uit trying to 
make an issue of it. 
Or take 
Ft. 
Lauderdale and 
Galveston, where the mistake was 


to encourage mobs of young peo­ 


ple to show up 
to spend their 


money but to provide no routine 
for handling all that youthful en­ 


ergy. Even beat-up oldsters would 


have gone berserk in the same 
circumstances. 
Every time it turns out t h i s 


way, 
the chasm between t h e 
young and the old grows deeper 
and wider. If we aren’t careful, it 
will become as deep and wide as 
it is in places where the only in­ 
strument of social reform is the 
student riot, because all oldsters 
are so set in their ways they can 
be budged only by violence. 


Juvenile delinq uents vs fuddy- 
duddies. Whippersnappers vs. fos­ 
sils. Not dry behind the ears vs 
brains turned to dust. Wave of 
the future vs. echo of the dead 
past. The issue between the gen- 
rations is endless, but if we’re 
lucky it will not be allowed to 
turn into a contest between ir­ 
reconcilable factions in the Unit­ 
ed States.

It is a 
tradition 
that 
should 
be aban­ 
doned The stamp should be ex­ 
punged. 


Of course there have been able 
men serving in Congress who have 
served as chairman.* But the job 
of leader of a national party 
organization 
should 
receive 
a 
m an’s full time and attention. And 
a senator or representative, to 
serve his constituents well, has 
more than enough labor to oc­ 
cupy his full time and attention 
without taking on some outside, 
part-time job. 


TO.PERSIST in this tradition in 
view of the enormous organiza­ 
tional tasks a national chairman 
should do is dangerous folly. Not 
only does the tradition close the 
door on extremely capable men 
who could not accept the position 
on such terms. It robs the posi­ 
tion of its just due, that of pro­ 
fessionalism. 
A real professional, well paid, 
with assured tenure would be dic­ 
tated to by no "employers.” Pro­ 
fessional politicians in state and 
county organizations would 
re­ 
spect and listen to such a man. 
And he could command the re­ 
spect of that coy and cynical ob­ 
ject of every politician’s 
atten­ 
tion, the press. 
The principle of professionalism, 
of full-time, salaried chairman­ 
ships with established tenure has 
already been proved. The best 
state orgamzauons have it. 
Large and important counties 
have long since abandoned com­ 
promises concerning the office of 
their organization chairmen. Too 
many mediocrites or men who 
were able but couldn’t put in suf­ 
ficient time had been the differ­ 
ence between failure and victory 
in too many elections. 
Private enterprise was a fierce 
competitor for managerial talent. 
So these organizations pay good 
men to do a hard job. Today our 
political parties should pay well 
for their men at the top. 


SIDE GLANCE* 


At last there’s a solution to the 
expense-account problem so far 
as its 
major aspects are con­ 
cerned. 
T h e govern­ 
ment 
will 
get 
more tax mon­ 
ey — hundreds 
of millions that 
the U.S. Treas­ 
ury is not get­ 
ting now. 
The compan­ 
ies will be able 


to 
send 
their 
men to conven- 
Da v id La wrence 
tions and trade association meet­ 
ings. 
The salesmen will be able to 
take their wives along and con­ 
tinue to entertain their business 
friends and wives. 
Also, 
the hotels, 
restaurants, 
theaters and auto rental compan­ 
ies will all be ab'le to do about 
as much business as before, and 
unemployment, therefore, will not 
be increased as has been feared 
ever since the crackdown on ex­ 
pense accounts was announced by 
the Treasury Department more 
than a year ago. 
The method is simple and it’s 
lawful, 
Each 
company 
simply 
pays a special or temporary in­ 
crease in salary or bonus to its 
representatives, to cover extra ex­ 
penses as well as his federal and 
state income taxes on this added 
compensation. 
To put it another way, when a 
company sends out a traveling 
salesman to attend a convention 
and he takes his wife along, the 
total 
cost 
of the special 
trip 
might, for example, be $6M). 
The salesman is out-of-pocket 
not only $800 but an additional 
$200 that he would be expected 
to pay in income taxes. So the 
company gives him a bonus of 
$800 to cover all extra expenses. 
It becomes part of his salary and, 
like any other bonus for services 
rendered by an employe, the $800 
payment is deductible as a salary 
item by the company itself. 
A company can pay any salary 
it wishes to a salesman and an 
additional bonus for services rend­ 
ered. Going to conventions is one 
way to make friends and help get 
orders. Many a sales representa­ 
tive works long hours at conven­ 
tions. 
If he nere in the classification 
of employes comparable to that of 
a trade union, he would be get­ 
ting time-and-a-half for overtime 
beyond eight hours a day and be­ 
yond a five-day week. Often con­ 
ventions req uire travel on week­ 
ends but the salesman isn’t com­ 
pensated for this. 


SO THE COMPANIES 
really 
are getting a break today since 
they don’t have to pay their trav­ 
eling 
salesmen 
time-and-a-half 
overtime. Hence, many compan­ 
ies probably will be willing to 
give the salesman a travel bonus 
when he has to go to a conven­ 


tion and remain there for several 
days and wants to take his wife 
along. 
Now all this will be feasible for 
the employer when the employe 
has an income of around $15,000 
to $20,000 because the amount of 
the taxes involved for’ a special 
trip is relatively small. It will 
not be practical where high-sal­ 
aried executives are involved. The 
taxes to be paid in those cases 
would be too high and the amount 
needed to cover an expense ac­ 
count of $5,000 might have to be 
doubled in order to pay the ex­ 
ecutive’s extra income taxes. But 
in most of these cases the ex­ 
ecutive himself probably is well 
able to pay special expenses out 
of his regular income. 
After all, his own expenses in 
going to and from a convention 
would still be an expense-account 
item and subject to deduction by 
him or by the company. 
The bulk of the expense-account 
spending in America, however, is 
done by the men who get salar­ 
ies of less than $20,000 a year. 
It is they who are being hurt by 
the new expense-account rulings. 
But, with 
the 
new 
plan, 
they 
would cover all their own actual 
expenses and those incurred for 
any members of their family they 
took along on trips. 
Because 
the 
company 
itself 
would be scrutinizing the expenses 
involved in order to determine the 
exact amount to pay to cover his 
taxes, it is more than likely that 
the employe would be more care­ 
ful than ever before to avoid un­ 
necessary expenses or what has 
often been called "padding.” 


THE FORMULA will overcome 
many other difficulties — as, for 
instance, where a new employe 
is hired and must incur moving 
expenses from one city to anoth­ 
er. Extra pay would be the an­ 
swer here, too. 
Since the Treasury might collect 
a vast sum that it is not get­ 
ting now. it ought to encourage 
the plan. For the law and the 
regulations are clear — an em­ 
ploye may be given extra com­ 
pensation for merit. 
The test of whether it was a 
good thing to send him to a trade 
association meeting or a conven­ 
tion is whether he has made ac­ 
q uaintances or built friendships 
that can result in increasing sales. 
That is something that an em­ 
ployer has the right to determine 
for himself. 
Judging by the reports publish­ 
ed a few days ago by the Securi­ 
ties 
and Exchange Commission 
giving the salaries of executives 
of corporations, there seems to be 
no limit to what a company can 
pay an employe it consider* im­ 
portant to 
its operations. 
The 
higher the way, the more the fed­ 
eral government takes in taxes 
and has available to pay the cost 
of the welfare state.

Biggest Tourist Year

with passports, travel guides—and

tourists is once again beginning 
to descend upon Europe.

all, 
an estimated 
800,000 
United States citizens will spend 
about $1.2 billion on European 
travel in 19 61. In both cases, this 
is a ja in of 10 per cent over last 
year's record high. 
This year, as last, Americans 
will be spending more in their 
total travels abroad than on any 
other foreign commodity—more, 
for example, than they will spend 
on foreign automobiles, textiles 
and iron combined. 
One travel official here, hap­ 
pily looking forward to the 50,000 
additional American 
visitors 
to

Europe this year, sized up th« 
situation this way: 
"It took about 10 years to over­ 
come the legacy of the war. Now 
the graph is steadily going up, 
at a rate of 7 to 10 per cent a 
year. The various international 
crisis that have a way of pop­ 
ping up every summer do not 
seem to affect travel plans.” 


THIS YEAR, American travel 
to Europe got off to a slow start, 
largely the result recessionary in­ 
fluence on the economy. But th« 
poor trend seems to# have been 
broken by March when American 
Express Co.’s Travelers Checks 
sales rose 6 per cent over last 
year.
